well p reserv ed an d en jo y ed p erfect 
health an d was able to get abo u t the 
farm. 
He, ho wev er, co u ld n o t do 
mu ch wo rk an d o n ly atten ded to the 
small du ties abo u t the ho u se. 
Sat­ 
u rday aftern o o n , ju st after din n er he 
to ld his family that he was go in g o u t 
to driv e u p the sheep an d left the 
ho u se. He was n ev er seen aliv e again . 
Abo u t fiv e o ’clo ck in the ev en in g 
the family was wo rried abo u t him an d 
the little gran dchild o f the deceased 
who resides there was sen t o u t to 
lo o k fo r him an d also to go to Milro y 
where the so n s o f the deceased liv es 
to tel’ them that 
their 
father was 
missin g. The child started acro ss the 
fields in search o f her gran dfather. 
She saw him ly in g in a field n ear 
the ro ad, bu t an u n k n o wn so methin g 
k ep t her fro m ap p ro achin g him.

BIRDS’ NECKS. 


It’s the Number of Bones In Them 
That Makes Them Flex ible. 
The flamingoes were mak ing their 
afternoon toilets in the big fly ing cage 
at the Bronx zoo the other afternoon, 
say s a writer in a New York paper. 
A crowd of children and grown people 
were look ing on and ex claiming with 
ad m iring. wonder at the way these 
birds were twisting their long neck s 
about into ail sorts of cork screws and 
curves when one of the ornithological 
ex perts came along and stopped to 
watch the performance. 
“ i t ’s the larger number of bones in a 
bird's neck , not the length, that mak e 
it so flex ible.” lie remark ed. 
“There 
are twenty -three bones in the neck of 
a swan, for ex ample, and a few rapre 
in that of the flamingo. It seems tuat 
the smaller the animal organism the 
larger the number of neck bones. The 
giraffe, for instance, has only seven 
bones in his long neck , which has a 
reach of nearly twenty feet from the 
ground. 
That 
little 
white throated 
sparrow over there is only three inch 
es high, but he has fourteen bones iti 
his neck and can almost scratch the 
back of his head with his bill. 
The 
swan 
has twenty -three neck bones 
and swings his head about with even 
greater freedom than a snak e.” 


THE PLEBEIANS. 


Their Secession From Rome and Their 
Rise to Power. 
Plebeians 
were 
the 
commons 
of 
Rome, who were originally forbidden 
all political rights. They were for the 
most part poor and were not allowed 
to 
interm arry 
with 
the 
patricians. 
They served in the army without pay 
and were sold into slavery for debt 
and could even be cut into pieces for 
distribution among their creditors. 
Finding their condition intolerable, 
the plebeians in 407 B. C. seceded to 
Mons Sacer, near Rome, where they 
resolved to build a uew city . 
But this 
step so alarmed the privileged classes 
that they granted to the commons the 
right of annually choosing fr« *m their 
own numbers two magistrates, called 
tribunes, with power to protect them 
against the aggressions of the patri­ 
cians. 
After the lapse of about 200 y ears 
the disabilities of the plebeians were 
almost entirely removed, and between 
the y ears 350-300 B. C. they secured 
the dictatorship, the censorship and 
the praetorship as well as the right to 
be pontiff and augur. 
Thus the Ro­ 
man republic, after two centuries of 
ex istence, finally secured a democratic 
form 
of 
government. — New 
York 
American.
